I had written an article for the EAC club some 20 years ago covering the rarities of every date of counterfeit George II and 
III halfpennies. While the rarities may have changed overtime the relative rarities from one date to another has pretty 
much remained the same. I had about 1000 counterfeits at one time. I now only have maybe a dozen or so. The ones I 
now have are better grade coins but nothing crude or unusual. I also had an extensive collection of Machins Mills half 
pence. I had all the rarity-7 and lower varieties with the exception of Vlack 13-87CT. I had two 9-76B's as well. It was a 
terrific challenge putting that set together. I wish I still owned them but at least I know that the better pieces went to good 
homes.
